Both men were hurled thru the olr a 
distance of 
several feet and

against .1 barbed wire fence. Bailey 
was only slightly Injured. Llnd. re- 
ceived several severe cuts about the 
head and hips. Ho was removed to 
his home on the north side and given 
prompt surgical attention. It requir- 
ed many stitches to sew up tho cuts 
on his head. He Is at presont resting 
easy and his early recovery Is looked 
for." ' 


Owing to tho darkness, Baxtrom 


was unable to see the train until it 
was within a few feet of the car. The 
locomotive was .backing up on its re- 
turn to tho logging, camp1 and Was 
moving slowly. • It was. probably duo 
to this fact that tho accident did not 
result more seriously. Had tho train 
been going at full spood tho entire 
party would no doubt have been kill- 
ed.

Ilosslo de- 
clared that during all the mix up he 
did not once use a knife and in fact 
did not oven have a knife in his pos- 
session.
